Mr. Dumas made a motion to approve the Veteran credit for the above.  Mr. Eaton 41 

seconded. Unanimously approved by a vote of 5-0.  42

General Business 45 

Special Event License Application-Watercross 46 

Mr. Sterndale said they first saw this application in 2019. The law gives the BOS to license 47 

competitive events like this. A special event license policy was developed at that time. For future 48 

events in 2021, the watercross event had to get license. The Zoning Board case has been 49 

appealed to Superior Court by abutters and people within earshot of the event. After the court 50 

case is heard, it will determine if the first event can be held as planned.  51 

Ms. Danis made a motion that the BOS approve the application for the special event license 52 

for the watercross event pending the denial of the Superior Court appeal case as well as 53 

proof of insurance and a plan of police detail sufficient to the police chief.  Mr. Eaton 54 

seconded. Unanimously approved by a vote of 5-0. 55 

Recycling Center Fees and Policies 56 

Mr. Sterndale finished the tabulation of recycling center information and discussed. The cost and 57 

volume have both increased. Mr. Bartlett asked if Mr. Sterndale puts this out to bid. Mr. 58 

Sterndale said the trucking aspect is tough because there are very few options. They looked a few 59 
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years ago and stayed put with the current vendor. They will look around again. Mr. Sterndale 60 

said they get a little of money for paper recycling but they are now paying more to process the 61 

paper instead of putting it in the compactor. It is now more expensive to recycle paper than what 62 

the town receives back. They are exceeding the capacity of the dumpsters occasionally. There are 63 

some increases to the fee schedule at the recycling center.  64 

Mr. Dumas made a motion to approve the revised fee schedule. Mr. Eaton seconded. It was 65 

approved by a vote of 4-1 with Mr. Bartlett nay.  66 

Mr. Sterndale said there is nothing they can do to prevent people from going into the dumpster if 67 

the citizen warrant article passes. Mr. Bartlett said that is opening up the town to lawsuits and 68 

problems. Mr. Bartlett said is it possible to leave things on the ledge instead of putting in the 69 

dumpster. Mr. Dumas said it would be the same problems as the swap shop and no one manages 70 

it. Ms. Danis asked if there is a way that the Board make a statement on this. Mr. Dumas said 71 

that materials that the town gets money for could be lost as well. Ms. Danis said there could be 72 

safety issues. Mr. Bartlett asked if they are providing a ladder inside the dumpster. Mr. Sterndale 73 

said no. Mr. Eaton said people should not be in the dumpsters while people are trying to get rid 74 

of their trash. Mr. Eaton said taking copper is a federal offense and it’s stealing. He thinks people 75 

should stay out of the dumpsters. Ms. Danis said the concerns of the BOS should be distributed 76 

to townspeople. Mr. Morin said he hopes people would take things out of the dumpsters in a 77 

responsible manner. Ms. Danis said there was someone in the dumpsters a few weeks ago. Mr. 78 

Morin said they could put up signs for now. Ms. Danis suggested the BOS write something up 79 

regarding their stance and put it on website.  80

Frank Gonsalves 82 

Mr. Gonsalves would like to make a request for his road to be a salt free road. They have wells 83 

close to the road and there is salt dumped from the town trucks that causes harm to the wells. Mr. 84 

Gonsalves said that John Fernald didn’t put salt down previously and he only put down sand. Mr. 85 

Bartlett said they will take it under advisement. Mr. Eaton asked where it would be a no salt 86 

zone. Mr. Gonsalves said he would like it to be a no salt road on West Lane. Mr. Sterndale said 87 

it’s a class V road and they need to maintain it like all Class V roads. Mr. Gonsalves said it is 88 

more salted than other roads.  89 

Conservation Commission 90 

Mr. Demeritt opened the public hearing at 7:15pm pursuant to RSA 675:7 for the two properties 91 

owned by John Terninko. They are looking to draw $4k from the Conservation Fund to assist in 92 

the development of the one stewardship plan for easement properties that the Town of 93 

Nottingham holds the primary easement deeds.  94 

The public hearing was closed at 7:29pm.  95 
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Mr. Bartlett asked what happed if they didn’t approve this. Mr. Demeritt said there would be no 96 

plan. The plan would be done by August 1. Mr. Morin asked if it’s a one-time thing. Mr. 97 

Demeritt said yes. Ms. Danis said the plan goes with the land. Ms. Abrams said the stewardship 98 

plan should be done every 10 years.  99 

Ms. Danis made a motion to approve the expenditure from the Conservation Commission 100 

for $4k for one stewardship plan for easement properties on Map 9 Lot 11 and a portion of 101 

Map 9 Lot 10. Mr. Dumas seconded. Unanimously approved by a vote of 5-0. 102
